THE GREENBACKERS 


Still Wwrangling Over the Adoption 
of a Platform, 


— — 


The Second Session—The Two Platforms 
Which Caused the Discussion, 


The second session of the National Green- 
back Labor party was heid this afternoon in 
room %latthe Luclede Hotel. There were 
twelve delegates present, all ot whom seemed 
to be troubled with a heavy weight upon their 
minds. The hour for opening the convention 
was 9 clock, but it was quite Il before it was 
calledto order. The intervening twe hours 
were spent in rather a melancholy discussion 


of the po litical outiook and the 
lack of harmony existing between 
the two factions of the party. The 


Rutherford faction, by which the present con- 
vention was called, was of the opinion that the 
Harper faction should be made to see the er- 
ror of its ways and bring itself humbly into 
the fold created bythe first-named faction. 
All were in favor of barmony, but no one was 
prepared to present a plan by which that end 
could be secured. 

At II o’cliock B. J. Chambers called the 
meeting to order and the Committee on Piat- 
form was requested to report. I. J. Parker, 
the chairman of the comunittee, stated thata 
platiorm had been prepared on the pre- 
vious evening, but that this morning 
an amended platform had been made. He 
Stated that he would read both and wive the 
convention a chance to take its choice. 

THE FIRST PLATFORM 

had many of the features ot the Chicago plat- 
form. It demanded the abolition of banks of 
issue; that the United States bonds be de- 
clared due at once and paid at the 
convenience of the Government; that 
homesteads be not sold for taxes; that a Bu- 
reau of Statistics be established at Warhing- 
ton; that the President and Vice-President be 
elected directly by the people, and that For- 
eign Ministers when not elected by the people 
be chosen by both houses of Congress. A 
blow was given to monopolies and a demand 
was mace that every citizen over 23 yearsof 
age be admitted to the tull 1ights of citizen- 
ship. 

THE SECOND OR AMENDED PLATFOR}S 
covered the points given above and recom- 
mended that a correspondence be commenc- 
ed with the Harper faction of the party look- 
ing tojthe calling of a joint conventtion to be 
heidin November. Svyvmpathy was expressed 
for the people of Ireland in the struggie 
against their oppressors,and a stronger whack 
was given to monopolies. The subject of 
harmonizing the two factions was treated at 
| —— and the attainment of that end strong- 
ily urged. 

Considerable discussion was indulged in as 
to which platform should be considered first, 
the sec- 
ond. Then followed a lengthv debate which 
was confined chietly tothe subject of har- 
mony. A motion wus made to reject both plat- 
forms and to make overtures to the Harper 
faction that would close the breach in the par- 
ty and unite both harmoniously under the 
broad banner of Greenbackism. This arovsed 
a lively debate, which was keptupuntil alter 
l o'clock, when an adjournment was made for 
dinner.

TRIED IT TWICE. 


The Fire Fiend Succeeds in De- 
stroying the Scarritt Furni- 
ture Warerooms. 


The Remarkable Double Blaze in the Old 
Boatmen’s Church—No Water 
to be Had- for the 
Engines. 


At ten o’clock this morning an alarm of fire 
from the Scarritt Furniture Company’s store- 
room, on Christy avenue, between Second 
and Third streets, called out the whole force 
of the department, but the blaze was put 
out with a couple of buckets of water 
before the engines arrived. An hour and a 
half later a second alarm was s ruck from the 
same station and by the time the department 
got on the ground the whole building was 
wrapped in flames, and looked like a minia- 
ture hell. The storercom was form- 
erly the old Boatmen’s Church. It 
was erectedin 1852, but it has been used as a 
steam millanda store since. The origin of 
both fires, which began in different parts of 
the building and were quite distinct and sepa- 
rate from each other, is said to have been 

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION, 
a lot of greasy rags which were usually 
thrown away) having been allowed to accu- 
mulate in the building. The fact that the wa- 
ter plugs were empty contributed largely to 
the destruction done. 
THE FIRE. 

The crowd which gathered as soon as the 
gongs began to sound’ was one of the largest 
ever seen at a day fire in. St. Louis. While a 
great many people ran to the bridge, a larger 
multitude pressed down Christy avenue 
directly to the blaze. The old Boatmen’s 


Church, which every one in St. 
Louis remembers, was the scene of 
the fire; it is a large, gloomy-looking 
structure with long slits of ecclesiastical win- 
dows, and queer corners and op:nings, mak- 
ing it extremely difficuit {ov the firemen to 
attack the blaze. The inflammable nature of 
the contents ot the church—it was full of fur- 
niture, kiln-dried and varnished—made the 
fire a particularly fierce and unmanageable 
one. Outof every window rolicd masses of 
flame and heavy smoke, while blazing brands 
were carried away on the strong winds and 
scattered over the roofs of adjoining 


houses. It took only a few moments 
for the engines to get their hose in 
position, when it was suddenly . discovered 


that there was no water in four of the fire 
plugs, while tbe others were low and partly 
empty. Under the circumstances the work 
done by Chief Sexton and his men was simply 
inarvelous. Behind the burning building was 
a Varnish store 100m andaliquor store, which 
scemed doomed, especially with half the hose 
throwing streams that could hardly reach the 
second story; but by hard work the blaze was 
contined to its original quarters. The front 
wallof thechureh building was in a most 
precarious condition about the time the fire 
was got under control, andit will be thrown 
down as soon as the work can be done. 

The first blaze criginated in a pile of greasy 
rags by spontaneous combustion, and as the 
second started in a different part of the prem 
ises where there was no fire it is believed to be 
another case of the same phenomenon. There 
were seven engines at work and four idle, 
Owing to want of water. 

AT THE REAR. 

The rear of the burning building adjoins C. 
Nohl & Co.’s wholesale liquor store, and for a 
time the destruction of this building was im- 
minent. The second alarm brought out sev- 
eral additional engines, which took up 
their positions on the bridge, and 
some succeeded in bringing the 
flames in the rear under control. A portion 
ofthe wallof A. Worthage’s printing-office, 
on which several of the firemen were standing, 
cracked from the excessive heat, compelling 


the fir€men to abandon tbeir osition 
for 11 Safer Over. Crowds of 
people thronged the bridge ap- 


proach, rendering passage almost impossible. 
The railing ot the bridge weakened from the 
pressure offthe multitude and it required the 
exertions of two bridge officersto removethe 
crowds to less dangerous places. 

MR. CURTIS’ STATEMENT. 

Mr. J. II. Curti-, President of the Scarritt 
Furniture Conipany, said that there was no 
doubt but what the fre was occssioned by 
spontaneous combustion. The oid building 
was formerly a miil, andunderneath the floor 
were large quantities of meal, dust and bran, 
which had become damp by recent rains. It is 


supposed that this dust ignited, and when the 
department was called out the tirst time some

siurted the second tire. Mr. Curtis said the 
building contained about $20,000 worth of tur- 
niture, and that over $10,000 worth was de- 
stroyed. All of it, however,is tully covered 
by insurance, and Mr. Curtis declares that his 
company will lose nothing bythe fire. The 
fire will not intertere with the business ot the 
company.

A “Run” of Iron. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter, on Monday, paid 
a visit to the Pepe Metal and Iron Company’s 
foundry ow Fourteenth and Gratiot streets for 
the purpose of witnessing the first run of 
iron from the new air furnace, which, by the 
way, is the largest one of its kind 
to be found west of Pittsburg. The furnace 
has a capacity of thirty tons, andthe average 
time required to convert this quantitv of the 
heaviest castings into molten ironis only five 
hours. Lying atthe rear of the furnace were 
anumber of buge, unbroken eastings, some 
of them weighing as much as ten tons. An 
immense derrick easily lifts these tremendous 
masses of metalinto the furnace, and in the 


short space “of time mentioned they 
are rned into a river of molten 
iron and are ready to be run into the molds to

ST. LOUIS MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


The Annual Cemmencement With Appro- 
priate Ceremonies Last Night. 


Mercantile Library Hall was crowded last 
nightonthe occasion of the fortieth annual 
commencement of the St. Louis Medical Col- 


lege. The andience was not only 
large, but it represented wealth 
and fashion to & large degree. 


The college is the oldest and best known in 
the West, and its commencements are looked 
forward to with great interest. A degree 
from the St. Louis College is highly prized by 


a young student. principally be- 
cause of the high standing of 
the institution throughout the country. 


The faculty is a carefully selected body of 
men, each of whomis an expert in his own de- 
partment. To Dr. John T. Hodgen, the dean, 
the efliciency of the college can be largely at- 
tributed. Several years ago, when he first 
assumed the duties of this office,he set about 
the plan of raising the already high standard. 
A three years’ course was substituted for the 
two years previously the rule, and the yearly 
session was extended to eight months, which 
is twice the term of some medical institutions. 
A most rigid examination for graduation was 
next insisted upon and has since been main- 
tained. While the rule at many institu- 
tions is that any student who takes the course 
is sure jof final honors, this is not the case 
atthe St. Louis College. As a proof, the 
twenty-nine young doctors who appeared to 
receive their diplomas at the commencement 


last night, were the only menu 
out of a class of 167 who were 
able to stand ‘the crucial test after three 


years hard study. The exercises opened at 8 
P. m. Seated on the platform,which was very 
tastily ornamented, were Rev. W.G. Eliot, 
D. D., President of the Bourd of Trustees, and 
Messrs. Wayman Crow, James E. Yeatman, 
Nathanſel Holmes, Doctors C. W. Stevens, 
Adolph Wislizenns and Win. Glascow, mem- 
bers o the Board. Near them were Doctors 
John T. Hodgen, 11. H. Mudd, J. 
B. Johnson, E. II. Gregory, J. S. B. Alleyne, 
E. F. Smith, 8. C. Boisliniere, and other 
members of tne college faculties. The front 
of the stage was covered with tropical plants 
and flowers, and on either side were huge 
piles of bouquets and floral offerings, the 
gifts of friends to the graduatesof the even- 
ing. The exercires opened with an orchestral 
overture, during which the candidates for 
hours filedin and took the seats reserved for 
theminfrontof the platform. Dr. Eliot de 
livered the opening prayer in au expressive

Following this 
Prof. Mudd conterred the degree of Doctor 
of Dental Surgery on seven students of the 
Missouri Dental College. The tnteresting 
feature of the evening, tne presentation of 
the floral tokens to the graduates, wus then 
begun by Dr. Hodgen.

THE WINDSOR WORRY. 


Resisting Parties Allege Prejudice on the 
Bench—Change of Venue. 


This morning before Judge Horner Mr. Mc- 
Keighan presented two motions in the case of 
the Livingstons, stock! lders, against the 


Windsor Hotel Company. The one 
Was to set aside the stipulation 
previously entered for the final 
hearing of this controversy to-morrow. The 


Livingstons, represented by Davenport & 
Napton, seek the removal of Manager Barrett, 
the appointment of a receiver and the winding 


up ot the company’s affairs. Judge Wm. C. 
Jones and B. Engelke resist the applica- 
tion. The second motion was sup- 
ported bv an affidavit ot Mr. 
Engelke seeking a change of venue on tne 
ground that Judge Horner was prejudiced 
against parties in interest and the delendants 
could not geta fair disposition of the case. 
The affidavit set forth that the knowledge of 
such prejudice did not reach defendants until 
u few days since. 

Mr. Davenport objected to a change of 
venue unless rood cause could be 
shown. It was simply a conclusion on the 
part of the defendants. 

The court stated that, iollowing the Supreme

His next venture 
was to fit out a ship to dredge for the silver 
bars with which atrainof pack mules were 
loaded and which highwaymen had captured 
and driven over a high cliff into the sea to 


avoid reeapture by the government. Mr. 
Hevener secured 92.000 ot this 
silver at a cost of $40,000. From this 


deep sea mining he wentintothe guano and 
nitrate trade, and as an odd job undertook to 
supply Peru with coal oil and lamps to burn 
it in. He took contracts to light the streets 
of tour cities with petroleum; then, when the 
war came on, he contracted to protect Caliao, 
and cut an old ship down, plated her with 
railroad iron, and securing some big smooth- 
bore guns, rifled them. When the Spanish 
ships came bis craft sailed in among them 
and drove them out of the barbor. He 
claims that $9,000,000 wes awarded 
him onthe Landreau claim in 1865. In 1872 
Mr. Hevencr patented an elevated wire road 
for the transportation of nitrate across the 
waterless and barren desert of Tarapaca to 
the coast. This desert is 400 miles long and 
ninety miles wide, and it lies between the ni- 
ter deposits and the sea, to which the niter is 
carried on pack mules, 1,300 of these animals 
being used in the service. The road was 
simply a tramway moved dy endless 
steel cables, the power being sup-| 
plied by engines at regular stations on 
the route. The route was to be 180 
miles long, with shipping 1 Yquqe 
and Pisagua, on eitherend. The road was 
tested in carrying water and provisions from 
the valleys to the silver mines in the moun- 
tains and worked admirablv. Nineteen miles 
of the road were built from Providencia to 
St. Isabel at a cost of $40,000, but the mule- 
teers, in the ignorant jealousy of machinery, 
swooped down on the road ene night and 
razed it to the ground. 


He thus describes a scheme he did not get 
into: Some years ago a company of French- 
men—and, by the way, I came near — 
into that—said Mr. Hevener, chuckling, “sun 
$1,685,000 on a pipe line scheme to bring the 
nitrate across the desert to market. Their 
idea was to send the nitrate through the pipes 
in a liquid condition. It looked feasible, and 
after they got the pipes down and pumped 
three hours they stopped to repair a bell, and 
before they started the engines again the 
nitrate congealed in the pipes. Then they 
were on their beam end, for no power could 
get a flow through pipes again. Being sensi- 
ble men they packed up their traps and 
walked right away, leaveing the pipesin the 
ground and there they are to this day.”

PORTRAITS OF WASHINGTON, 

There are now on exhibition at the Federal 
Capital the portraits of GrORGE and MARTHA 
WASIIINGTON, said to have been painted 
from life in 1.04 by Mr. SHARPLESS, an Eng- 
lish gentleman then visiting America. 
their authenticity there is little doubt, and 
their value as faithful representations of the 
originals is voucued for by WASHINGTON 
IRVING and other competent judges, through 
whose efforts they were brought to this 
country in 1854. Amovementis on foot to 
have them purchased by the Government 
from their present owner, Major WALTON, 
ond if they are all that is claimed for them 
any reasonable amount of money would be 


well spent in their acquisition. Of 
course the principal interest ceuters 
in the portrait of WaASUINGTON. His 


wife, though a very worthy lady, derives all 
her importance from that relationship, and 
even then occupies only a small space in the 
public mind. But the worid—and particularly 
our portion of it—can never become too 
familiar with the form aud features of “the 
immortal rebel’? woom she married, and 
whom—if contemporary rumor be true—she 
occasionally treated to a sharp curtain 
lecture. Wedonot know what the SHARP- 
LESS portraitis like, but it might easily be 
a better one than any of those now generally 
known. The standard by which others are 
usually estimated is that done by GILBERT 
ALEXANDER STUART about 1794, and at 
present ia the possession of the Boston 
Athenzum. Inuumerable copies, engravings 
and lithographs have not only made every- 
body acquainted with it, but impressed 
almost everybody with the idea thatit is in- 
comparably the best. So it is, probably, asa 
work of art, for STUART had no 
superior in his day in his line; but 
it is impossible to believe it an accurate 
likeness of the man who swore at CHARLES 
LEE until the air was biue with profanity 
and waded waist-deep in the Potomac to 
capture and thrash a poaching duck-hunter, 
It is the face of a“ goody-goody,“ highly re- 
spectable, sleepy-looking individual, utterly 
incapable apparently of any great achieve- 
ments in peace or war; certainly not the face 
of him who was “first in war and frst in 
peace“ in those trying years when mediocrity 
at the head of affairs would have insured na- 
tional ruin. It ts said that when this por- 
trait was paluted, WASHINGTON was “break- 
ing in“ aclumseily made set of false teeth, 
which altered his expression for the worse; 
but whatever the cause, the result, as per- 
petuated on STUART’S canvas, is lamentable 
and ridiculous. Washington at Trenton,“ 
by TRUMBULL—owned, we believe, by the 
State of Connecticut—is much nearer the 
mark, TRUMBULL was an indifferent artist, 
but as a member of WASHINGTON’S military 
family he became thoroughly familiar with 
his physical characteristics, and has 
conscientiously delineated them. In that 
face there is brain, will and fire, 
indomitable courage, inflexible purpose, 
and a temper which, when it escaped from 
bit and curb, flamed forth lke a volcano. 

The strongest evidence that the TRUMBULL 
portrait is, as a likeness, superior to the 
STUART, is its close resembiance to the Hovu- 
DON statue, in the Capitol at Richmond, Va., 
a copy of which in bronze we have in Lafay- 
ette Park. The State of Virginia having re- 
solved to erect a suitable memorial to her dis- 
tinguished son, FRANKLIN and JEFFERSON, 
then in Paris, were commissioned to employ 
the moet competent person for such a task, 
They selected HoupDON—considered ono of 
the leading sculptors in Europe—who crossed 
the ocean in the same vessel with FRANKLIN, 
spent three weeks at Mount Vernon in Octo- 
ber, 1875, and there finished the model which 
he afterwards put in marble. It is exact, 
even to minutest details in figure and dress 
as well as face, and wundoubtediy is 
the best representation of the illustrious 
original in existence. All others, whether in 


stone, metal or paint, should be judged by

statue is precisely life size, and was intended 
to be indoors, and very little above the level 
of the spectator's eye. Consequently, when 
placed upon a pedestal planted upon a 
mound, it looks small and rather contempti- 
ble. Those, however, who take the trouble 
to study it often and carefully will be re- 
warded; for it is GEORGE WASHINGTON as 
he “lived and moved and had bis being.“ 


DECIDEDLY TOPHEAVY. 

That our army and navy are decidedly top- 
heavy may be regarded as a self-evident 
proposition. With, say, twenty thousand men, 
rank and file, we have officers enough for a 
hundred thousand. Certain)y nobody grudges 
SHERMAN and SHERIDAN their hard-won 
rank; yet certainly nobody supposes that a 
General and Lieutenant-General are needed 
to supervise the movements and direct the 
distribution of the rations and pay of our 
little squad of soldiers, One Major-General 
and a pair of Brigadiers would be amply suffi- 
cient to do the purely ornamental work which 
now devolves upon the two heroes aforesaid. 
There is also a superabundant stock of 
officers of lower grades, so that some 
Captains, it is said, command less tnan a score 
of privates. Aud West Point is grinding out 
twenty or thirty Brevet Second Lieutenants 
every year. Some ofthese die and a few re- 
sign; yet there are always many more than 
enough left on hand for present and pros- 
pective use. In short, the supply of shoul- 
der straps largely exceeds the demand, and 
unless means are devised for checking and 
limiting the former, we shall soon have an 
army in which there are more sword-wearers 
than musket- carriers. 

Matters in the navy are as bad or worse. 
The smallness and weakness of that branch 
of national defense are too well known to re- 


quire either proof or comment. The 
United States has dwindled into a 
fourth-rate naval power. 8o far as

large and 


Ships and guns are concerned, we are no 
match for either Italy or Spain upon the sea, 
and England has at least half a dozen iron- 
clads able to blow the whole of our marine 
out of water on shortest notice. Nor does it 
seem worth while to enlarge and strengthen 
the navy while the commerce it is supposed 
to defend is of such insignificant proportions. 
When the country which furnishes the finest 
ship-building material and sailors in the 
world allows itself to be practically driven 
out of ocean business, it can afford to be con- 
tent with a contemptible navy. The one is a 
happy set-off forthe other. But with such 
& navy as we haye, and are likely to have, 
necessity is there for such a 
varied assortment of officers? 
There are enough admirals and other naval 
commanders of high and Jow degree to equip 
a navy as large as that of England, and An- 
napolis is grinding out twenty or thirty em- 
bryo NELSONS and FARAGUTS every year. 
Some of these die anda few resign, but the 
large majority continue to draw their salaries 
with commendable regularity, and do no more 
work than good digestion requires. 

It is time the enthusiastic economists in 
Congress turned their pruning-hooks in the 
direction indicated. We have at least twice 
as many Officers in the army and navy as are 
really wanted, andthe sooner some way is 
found for getting rid of the useless and ex- 
pensive surplus the better for the public 
pocket.

Of course some butchers, hucksters 
and the people wao have contracted the 
habit of buying their supplies at the market 
would be inconvenienced by the removal, but 
open market-spaces are a blight to cities, and 
when crowded by business they must give 
way, just as slanghter-houses and stock- 
pens retreat before the march of progress. 
The Lucas heirs would be greatly benetited 
by the removal ofthe old market sheds, but 
if they are taxed accordingly the city will not 
be the loser in the end. It is claimed by the 
opponents of the measure that the city has in- 
vested $64,000 in the market-house, and that 
it should be reimbursed if it has to sur- 
render all its rights. It is further claimed 
that a few veats ago the LUCAS heirs offered 
to pay $10,000 toward the removal of the 
market, and some people are anxious to know 
why a like sum is not tendered now. Cer- 
tainly the market- house is a drawback to the 
city now and a discredit to Twelfth street. 
The question of its removal or retention is 
one ofthe live issues now, and it must be 
definitely settied. We are in favor of re- 
moval, if the rights and interests of all con- 
cerned can be properly conserved.

Advice asto Shade Trees, 
Sr. Louts, March 8, 1882, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There are some things that cannot be regu 
lated by law or ordinance which should be 
guided by common sense, especially at this 
time of the year, when every one tbat has 
shade trees is besieged by alot of tramp tree- 
trimmers, who spoil the shade trees instead of 
doing them good. They go from house to 
house, ask if you do not want your trees 
trimmed, and if you let them they cut the 
main limbs off to within one or two feet of the 
main trunk, thereby ruining those trees as 
shade trees from two to four years and some- 
times destroy them forever, instead of cutting 


and cleaning out the worms and burning them 
up and cutting off useless or dead limbs, which 
should be done every spring. and cleaning 
the trees at the bottom from sprouts with in- 
telligence. But,citizens, you that have shade 
trees, do not let those tramp tree-destroyers 
trim your trees, but get an intelligent horti- 
culturist—one that understands his business.

LESSENING THE LIGHT. 


A Clothing Firm in Court With a Skylight! 
Controversy. 


The firm of Henry S. Mack & Co., 612 Wash: 
ington avenue, appeared in court to-day, rep-

The matter came be- 
fore Judge Lindley, who granted an order of 
injunction and placed the bond at $500, with 
August Frank as security.

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A BRAVE EXPLOIT. 


The Pension Bureau Revives a Thrill- 


ing War Episode. 
Washington Letter to the New York Times. 


The complete investigation of almost every 
one of the housands of cases which come be- 
fore the House Committee on Pensions would 
reveal an affecting story of suffering and pov- 
erty, but in most cases the facts which would 
most strongly appeal for sympathy or attract 
attention find no place in the presentation of 

e legal points invoived. Ovcasionaliy,how- 
ver, the committee’s examination brings to 
light pieces of history which give peculiar 
interest to an application. The bill granting 
a ion to **Wiison Brown and others” re- 
Is one ofthe most daring adventures of 
the civil war. I» April, 1862, Gen. Mitchell 
nad advanced his forces as far south as Shelby- 
ville, Tenn. Inthe West the battle of Shiloh 
dad just been fought, and in the East Me- 
Clellan was threatening to advance upon 
Richmond. Gen. Mitchell saw the vital im- 
ce of seizing and holding Chattanooga 
as a strategic point on the great railroad line 
between she East and the West, connecting 
he main armies of the Confederacy. With 
Jhattanooga he would gain East Tennessee. 
It he could burn the wooden bridges on the 
line between Chattanooga and Atlanta, he 
could prevent the advance of troops frem the 
South while he moved down on Chattanooga 
with his army. He selected twenty- 
one men, commanded by J. J. Andrews, to 
undertake the desperate enterprise 
of penetrating nearly 200 miles south into the 
heart of the enemy’s territory, with the in- 
tention of burning the bridges. In the dar- 
ing of its conception,“ said Judge-Advocate- 
General Joseph Holt, It hadthe wiidness 
of romance, while in the overwhe!ming re- 
sults which it sought to accomplish, it was 
absolutely sublime.” Dressed in citizens’ 
clothes, and representing themselves to be 
secessionists, the soldiers of this forlorn hope 
set out on foot through the enemy’s country 
by twos and threes, and after many adven- 
tures assembled at Marietta, a point on the 
railway north of Athanta. They decided to 
take passage on some north-bound train, to 
overpower the guard, seize the engine, and 
drive on witn all speed, urn- 
ing bridges and tearing up the rails, 
leaving flames and destruction behind them. 
They would go through Chattanooga, and 
meet Mitchell as he advanced along the road 
from the north, The adventurous travelers 
bought tickets for different points, and on the 
morning of April 12 seated themselves in the 
same car. When a station called Big Shanty 
was reached the train stopped twenty minutes 
for breakfast. The passengers and trainmen 
poured into the eating-room, leaving the en- 
gine without a guard. The adventurers walk- 
and when a signal was given the 
enger cars were uncoupled and, as two 
ee started the engine, the remain 
aped into one of the three open cars 
sh were still attached to it.

The advance of Mitchell had 
so frightened the rebels that they had sent all 
the ng stock from Chattanooga south- 
ward. As the adventurers proceeded they 
met many of these unscheduled trains and 
were greatly delayed in passing them. Andrews 
represented himself as a Confederate officer 
who had impressed the train in order to carry 
powaer through to Beauregard at Corinth, 
and excited nosuspicion. But while he was 
losing time in passing the unexpected trains, 
the conductor who had been left in the Big 
Shanty eating-house was notidle. Having no 
engine he bevan his pursuit on foot. He was 
goon lucky enough to reach a hand-car, and 
not long afterward he got possession of 
1 ood locomotive, which by rare 
zood fortune had come down the road 
n the nick of time on a private 
track which extended to an tron factory. The 
raiders were then hotly pnrsued. For neariy 
100 miles the desperate chase continued until, 
at last, the captured locomotive, exhausted 
and shattered, was abandoned, and the cap- 
tors fled tothe woods. After much suffering 
these brave men were caught. They were 
fenounced as spies, and were dragged through 
the streets of Chattanooga, chained to each 
other by the neck. For nearly three weeks 
these men were confinedin a dungeon 13 
feet square, with scanty food and without ac- 
cess to any other place. Thehorrors of this 
confinement were almost beyond description. 
For hours after their release from this dark 
and noisome hole they were biinded by the 
light of » Audrews, the leader, was hanged 
asa 6 n Chattanooga. His companions 
were taken to Atlanta, where seven of them 
were tried, convicted and hanged as spies. 
Ove was given 100 lashes. For six months 
some of the survivors, and for eleven months 
others, were constantly expecting death. 
Their sufferings and the indignities inflicted 
upon them are said to have been incredibly 
terrible. Nearly all of the survivors have re- 
ceived emal! pensions, either for wounds in- 
flicted in the latter part of the war, or for 
disability caused by tbeir imprisonment. 
Three have applied and have not re- 
ceived pensions, and one has not applied. 
The prisoners were defended, in the Confed- 
eracy, by Judges Baxter and Temple, who 
assert that they clearly showed the expedition 
was a military one, under Gen. Mitchell’s 
command, and that the men were not spies. 
It appears that the Confederate Government 
did not regard them as epics, for the trial of 
the survivors was stopped after the execution 
of Andrews and his seven companions. Tho 
committee holde that they suffered an outrage 
in their treatment which justities their appeal 
for consideration. One of them jas had his 
pension increased to $20 per month by special 
act. The committee recommends that al! of 
the survivors of this daring expedition be 
allowed a pension of that amount.

THE SOUTHWEST. 


New Mexico and Its Worthless Inhabi- 
tants—Mining, Ete. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
DEMING, GRANT Co., N. M., March 2. 
1882. -The town of Deming, from which a few 
lines may be of interest, is situated ati the 
junction of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe and Southern Pacific railroads,on an ex- 
tended grass-covered plain, out of which, 
here and there, numerous short and low 
ranges of mountains rise, giving a character 
to the scenery thatis uncommon as well as 
pleasing. This plateau is in reality the gap 
between the Rocky Mountains of the north, 
which, rising with the ice-ribbed shores of 
Alaska, extend southward for thousands of 
miles in their towering grandeur, and, losing 
their snowy crests in Southern Mexico, 
gradually subside into these low mountains, 
and the Sierra Madre of the south, which 
form the steep and rugged Cordilleras of 
Mexico and Ceutrai America, with 
their deep abysses and immense vol- 
canoes. The town, scarce twelve months old, 


and, like a child of that age, being scarcely 
on its feet, gives promise of being a thriving 
place, and will, I believe, in the near future 
justify some large business houses. It is only 
thirty miles north of the State of Chihuahua, 
in Oid Mexico, and as there is a custom-house 
here a good trade with the Mexicans ought to 
arise, which, with the local mining and cattle 
trade, ought to make this something of a 
place. 

It has plenty of water of good quality, a 
blessing by no means common in this section 
in fact, it is built on top of a river, a rather 
startling statement, I suppose, to one living 
beside the old Mississippi, but there is no 
danger of the town tumbling in, if one may 
judge by superficial appearances. 

This subterranean water-course is the re- 
sult of a most curious phenomenon—the dis- 
appearance of ariver, which sinks out of 
sight a few miles above here. The Mimbres 
River, which is quite a stream for this country, 
ten miles above here, is lost in the ground 
and does not reappear for over a hundred 
niles, when it fiaally empties into Lake Guz- 
man, in Mexico, where the waters are eyapo- 
rated by the intense heat of the sun. 

One can see farinto old Mexico from the 
porch of the Railway Hotel, which, by the 
wav, is a house that some of the proprietors 
of similar institutions East might do well to 
copy after. Thisisa country of great dis- 
tances, this county alone being larger than 
the State of Massachusetts, and the adjoining 
one of Pimo, in Arizona (lately sub-divided), 
was twice as large us this. It takes a dis- 
tance of over fifiy miles to give to a moun- 
tain the azure hue that it would have there 
in five, so pureisthe air. Hence it is no 
uncommon thing to inform persons unfa- 
miliar with the country that their contem- 
plated walk to a mountain to acquire 
an appetite for dinner would 
require about twenty-four hours of 
steady walking. One thinks nothing of get- 
ing on a horse here and riding fifty or sixty 
miles „just to see how things are getting 
along.“ Your correspondent has done it 
himself, avd nas simuitaneously developed 
such a tendency “tostand around” for a few 
days as to quite surprise his friends, all of 
whom tad previously believed that his state of 
ecstacy Was justin proportion to the height 
of bis feet above his head. The Territories 
of New Mexico and Arizona are the homes of 
the cacti in all their bristling varieties, and 
there area great numberof them,some of 
which would be great ornaments in a garden 
in St. Louis. As the Iron Mountain Road 
runs a through sleeper from St. Louis to 
Deming (and it is the only one that does it), 
one could easily obtain these cacti by employ- 
ing the porter to put some on the back plat- 
form here and deliver them at the 
Union Depot there. The cacti grow mostly 
oo the hitis, and in some places are so thick 
that one must walk with great care. 
Weknew a person here once Who one day 
got considerable influence aboard’’ and 
went out and sat down on one of these 
plants. The rest of the history is clouded in 
such profound mystery that the deepest pen- 
etration was found unavailing; in fact, there 
is supposed to have been too much penctra- 
tion already. 

The principal industries of the country are 


stock- raising and mining, both of which are 


as vet in their infancy. 
If those engaged in mining realize the flat- 
tering prediction of Baron von Humboldt 


made some years ago (and the development so 


far goes to prove the assertion), they will 


‘surely rerwp a reward that would make 


many men wealthy almost beyond compu- 
tation. Oae thing can be said of the 
mioing camps near bere. They have a faculty 


for working their ores unequaled, as there 
' will always be low rates of transportation, 


ond,owing to the climate, the work will never 
be juterrupted. 

Hos ever, at present the territory seems to 
bein that iull that always succeeds the first 
excitement over undeveloped prospects and 
precedes the production of bullion. Ju a year 
this south country will be speaking for itself 
in dollars acd cents that will enable the 
world to judge for itself without the neces- 
sity of long dissertations on geology, deposits, 
true fissures, contacts, etc. For one desiring 
to Make investments in mining enterprises 
now is the time to do so more cheaply than in 
the past or the future. 

One of the flaest investments, in our opin- 
ion, for a number of men forming 
1 company would be to buy 
one of the ojos (springs) that abound in this 
country and make «a large catile or sheep 
rancn. The advantage of these ojos is that 
they control the prairie for miles around, and 
the owner of one has in fact the proprietor- 
ship of several square leagues, While in reality 
he may only own a section. 

IT suppose New Mexice has no superior for 
grape-cuiture, but, of course, the industry 
bas been but poorly pursued by the indolent 
Mexicans. 

The worthlessness of this“ people passeth 
description. Fe Mexican has absolutely no 
conception of providing for the future, and is 
perfectly happy if he can bave his beaus,chile 
and cigarette. Of course this does not apply 
to a few aristocratic families, but to the gen- 
eral masses.

THE GAME LAWS. 


Judge Laughlin to Instruct the Next 
Grand Jury Concerning Them. 


Cases Now Pendingin the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction Acainst Dealers. 


Of its own accord the last grand jury took 
up the question of game law violations, and 
returned seven indictments to the Criminal 
Court, from which tribunal they were for- 
warded tothe Court of Criminal Correction, 
the defendants to be tried on charges of mis- 
demeanor, In his instructions to the 
next grand jury Judge Laughlin will 
advise the investigation of this subject. The 
special section of the statute violated by the 
game dealers is section 1615, reading as fol- 
lows: If any person shall purchase, have 


in his possession for sell any of the game, 
birds or animals specified in preceding sec- 
tions, or any fresh pieces or parts of said anſ- 
mals, during the season when the catching 
and killin of the same is prohipited, or shall 
purchase, have in possession or sell any of the 
game birds or animals caught or killed contra- 
ry to the provisions of the preceding section, 
he shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 

meanor, and the possession or sale of any 
kind of pinnated grouse, commonly called 
prairie chickens, or any like quail commonly 
culied Virginia partridge, or any such chick- 

ens OrQgiuuils when dead, and not having or 
showing any marks of gunshot, shall be prima 
facie evidence that such game or birds were 
caught or killed contrary to law by the per- 
sons having possession of the same.’ 

The seasons during which killing game is 
prohibited are laid aqown by the statutes as 
jollows: Wild dueks, doe or fawn between 
wild turkey, be- 
tween March 1 and September 15; prairie 
chicken, between February 1 and August 15; 


grouse or «quail, February 1 and October 
15; wood cock January 1 and 
July 1; turtle dove, meadow lark 


or any ivsectivorous bird at any season of the 
year. Thetransportation of any bird by any 
earrier during the season in which the catch- 
ing and killing is prohibited 1s a misdemeanor 
punishable to the same extent as the killing of 
the game. The fines collected from all cases 
of violation of the game laws, such as trap 

Dine, killing, buying, selling or transporting 
Out ot seuson, or a non resident huntingina 
State in which he does not live, are payable 
one-half to the informer and one-half to the 
publ cschcol fund, 

Phe instiuction to the grand jury will be 
viven in Obedience to the provision of section 
liz3, which reads as follows: It shall be the 
duty ot the Judges of the Circuit or Criminal! 
Courts to give this law in special charge to the 
grand jury;and it shall be the auty of all 
sheriffs, constables and other persons charg- 
ed with the uuty of executing the laws to pay 
strict and prompt attention to the enforce- 

ment of the same, and for any failure shall for- 
feit and pay into the county treasury the sum
